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NEW DUBLIN HOUSING 
SCHEME. 


CONSTRUCTION OF ROADS 
AND SEWERS. 


Mr. Commissioner Dwyer, in the course of 
a report of the Housing, Workshops and Sup- 
plies Section upon (a) tenders for road and 
sewer construction through portion of the 
“ Drumcondra Housing Area,’’ and (b) the 
supervision of the contract works for same, 
says that after public inquiry held by the 
Local Government Inspector, a Provisional 
Order was made, but some of the parties in- 
terested in portion of the lands opposed the 
scheme, and their objections have been the 
subject of appeal to the Court, but have not 
yet been fully dealt with. 

Meanwhile, the owners of the Butterly Es- 
tate have consented to the Commissioners 
taking possession of their land (containing 
about 32 acres) lying south of the proposed 
line of extension of Home Farm road (pend- 


ing the issue of the Arbitrator’s award as to 
the amount of compensation to be paid there- 
for). 
With a view to facilitating building opera- 
tions at a later stage, and incidentally re- 
lieving unemployment, I decided to have a 
contract made for the construction of roads 
and sewers through this portion of the area 
in accordance with lay-out plan approved by 
the Minister for Local Government and Pub- 
lic ‘Health. 

It was originally intended to have a con- 
tract placed for the laying of the foundations 
concurrently with the carrying out of the road 
work, but it was found impracticable to do 
so, and the proposal was, therefore, aban- 
doned. 

Seven tenders were received for the 

and sewer contract—the lowest being that of 
the Pioneer Construction Company, East 
Wall, Dublin, amounting to £16,986 lls. 7d. 
Upon checking the priced Bills of Quantities 
a number of errors were discovered, the cor 
rection of which increased the amount of the 
tender to £17,107 8s. 5d., but still left it the 
lowest tender. I decided to recommend that 
the contract be placed with the Pioneer Con- 
struction Co. for that amount. 
I now recommend the acceptance of said 
tender, subiect to the sanction of the Minister 
for Local Government and Public Health, and 
that the City Seal be affixed to the requisite 
Deed of Contract. 

In connection with the supervision of the 
contract works, ordinarily, two Clerks of 
Works would be required—a man with a 
knowledge of sewers would be needed, but he 
in turn, would probably know little or 
nothing of concrete road construction, for 
which it would be necessary to engage an em- 
ployee from the Paving Department. I have 
consulted the Acting Borough Surveyor, and 
he recommends that Mr. T. L. Byrne, B.F., 
B.Sc., one of his permanent assistants, be 
given sole and complete charge of the works 
to be executed under the contract. 

The portion of the site now being dealt 
with provides space for 534 houses, varying 
in accommodation as under :—
